lations, is proposed in a bill intro- 
duced today by Representative Hake 
of Trumbull. He represents the same 
county as Senator McDermott, 
au- 


thor of what has been 
considered 


the administration's license 
decen- 


tralization bill, and is known as ad- 
vocate of the dry cause. 


The bill provides that 
between 


Jan. 1 and 6, of each year, the coun- 
ty clerk shall draw from the 
jury 


wheel the names of five men to act 
as the county licensing board. Those 
drafted may be excused by applica- 
tion to "a common pleas judge in" ttie 
same manner as they may Jje 
ex- 


cused from jury service. 
This board must consider applica- 


tions-and decide who shall be grant- 
ed licenses ,-within twenty days after 
members take the oath of office, and 
then; it goes aut of existence. Unan- 
imous -vote- is -required for granting 
licenses. 
Members are to be paid 


$3.50 a day while they are sitting. 
The county clerk is given authority 
to grant.licenses while the board is 
not in session if dry terrjtory should 
be voted wet. 
The power to revoke or suspend 


licenses, is vested in the county pros- 
ecutor subject to consent of the com- 
mon pleas 
court. The 
prosecutor 


also is to hear complaints 
and no 


appeal is provided from this decision. 


The license year is to begin on the 


fourth Monday of February, 
and 


licenses may be issued only for one 
year at present. Removals are to be 
sanctioned by the clerk. 


Law enforcement is left with 
a 


"state liquor traffic inspector'' to be 
appointed by the board of agriculture 
with salary of not more than S3.800 
a year, and not more than 10 depu- 
ties, with salary not to exceed $1,- 
200. This system .is similar to that 
in force before the license law was 
enacted. 


One saloon for every 500 popula- 


tion is permitted, as under the pres- 
ent license law. The method of ap- 
portioning licenses for summer 
re- 


sorts is not changed.

mitted that he sometimes had carried 
a section of rubber hose filled with 
shot, but the sisters at the hospital 
asked for his release, declaring that 
he was a harmless eccentric. 


Not positive that Mason is the 


man they want, the police employed 
trained bloodhounds, hoping to re- 
veal the course taken by the murder- 
er in making his escape.

thirty vessels. 


The English announcement made

The Dardanelles are the key to

The American note to Germany and 
Great Britain on the subject of food- 
stuffs to civilian populations of bel- 
ligerents and submarine activities at 
sea, a copy of which was handed to 
the German foreign office by Ambas- 
sador Gerard the night of Feb. 22, 
has been a subject of exhaustive dis- 
cussion for the past two days be- 
tween the .German imperial authori- 
ties concerned and 
the 
'American 


ambassador. 


As a result of this close attention 


the German reply is gradually tak- 
ing definite form. Tfte correspondent 
of the Associated Press has been as- 
sured by most competent 
and reli- 


able authority that .the 
American 


proposals are regarded as constitut- 
ing a satisfactory base for .future ne- 
gotiation and that tbey -are- them- 
selves in many respects acceptable 
'Certain of the proposals, 
however, 


will be subjected to more or less im- 
portant modifications. 


Government circles have expressed 


themselves 
as 
impressed 
by the 


friendly spirit in which these 
pro- 


posals have been advanced, and the 
evident desire on the part 
of the 


American administration to reach a 
solution of the difficulties involved 
in, the present methods of maritime 
warfare, to belligerents and neutrals 
alike. 


The American note probably will 


not be published..here until the Ger- 
man response has been sent forward 
but there is good reason to believe 
that it deals with three -principal 
subjects, namely, mine and subma- 
rine 'blockade of coasts; the use of 
flloating mines, and the entry of 
foodstuffs for civilian populations. 


It is difficult to obtain any expres- 


sion of opinion concerning the Ger- 
man point of view on these 
points 


from any of the imperial governmen- 
tal departments interested in the ne- 
gotiations or to overcome the censor- 
ship restrictions in treating on this 
matter in news dispatches sent out 
from Berlin by telegraph. 


However, from a general

Captain Boy-Ed refer- 
red to his allegation as "trash." 


Charles H- Griffiths, former assis- 


tant U. S. attorney who was assign- 
ed by U. S. Commissioner Houghton 
to defend Stegler. linked the names 
of the German attache and Lody in 
a statement given out after a confer- 
ence with Stegler in the tombs. 
"Stegler told me," Mr. 
Griffiths 


said, ""that on one occasion while he 
was on his way to keep an appoint- 
ment with Captain 
Boy-Ed a Dr. 


Fuehr told him that Captain Boy-Ed 
had carried through the scheme mad 
that he made it possible to secure an 
American passport for Lody and that 
Boy-Ed sent Lody to England wh«r* 
he was executed.

REDUCTION WILL 


STOP INQUIRY

New York, Feb. 26.—A return to th 


wholesale price of four cents a loaf for 
bread, which reports say the big bak- 
ing companies are contemplating, will, 
Deputy Attorney General Becker indi- 
cated today, result in a discontinu- 
ance of the inquiry he is conducting 
here into causes for the increased 
price of wheat, flour and bread. 


Mr. Becker in commenting on tlys re- 


port that big baking companies were 
considering a return to the v/holesale 
price of four cento, 
said that he 


"hoped the price •nould soon be re- 
duced," and he added that if such a 
step ^vas taken, lie would feel that tho 
purpose ot tt>,e state's inquiry was ac- 
complished. 


"The object of the anti-trust law is 


to preserve free competition," Mr. 
Becker said, in a statement.

IN CANAL ZONE 


Former Sheriff of Uvking County 


Kiijoylnjc » Fine Trip Through 


Interesting Country. 


Former Sheriff Frank E. Slabaugh 


\vho is now enjoying a trip to Pan- 
ama and Cuba writes under date of 
February 15th, at Colon to the Ad- 
vocate, saying: 


I received all Advocates sent here 


and I have read them 
with much 


pleasure. While I received several 
letters at this office the Advocate 
brought me more general news. 


Cartagena, Colombia, is a quaint1 


old Spanish town, with a high thick 
•wall around the entire town that is, 
the original town. The old town 
speaks for really a higher civiliza- 
tion than now exists there. The old 
buildings that have stood there from 
200 to 400 years are not to be com- 
pared to the 
native buildings of 


more recent date which recent build- 
ings ,will not endure for a quarter of 
». century. lA visit to the old Cathed- 
ral in Cartagena is very interesting. 
It is a large stone and brick building 
erected in 1590 and stands as per- 
fect as the day it was erected. This 
cathedral is filled with many old 
paintings and some said to have been 
done by some of the old 
masters. 


Herein is a pulpit of marble which 
is very beautiful and said to have 
been taken from a wrecked vessel off 
the coast about 1600, which pulpit 
•was intended for a cathedral in Peru. 


The altar is a work of art, being 


very handsomelyvcarved after the an- 
cient Spanish style, and overlaid 
-with sold leaf. It is an immense al- 
tar and the guide stated that the 
gold to cover the same -was valued 
at $300,000. This cathedral con- 
tained 
many rare and 
beautiful 
statues and paintings and is one oi 
the most interesting buildings of 
Cartagena. 
Our guide who could 


speak some (English discovered that 
a Mr. Sanderson 
from 
Worcester, 


Mass., and I were masons and he de- 
sired to have us meet the 
Italian 


Consul Juan B. Maineroy, at Carta- 
gena. We found that he was a ma- 
son and although he could not speak 
(English he gave us a splendid recep- 
tion. Juan B. Maineroy is 82 years 
old and has become very wealthy 
•while in Cartagena. 
He called his 


son and an interpreter, had us visi 
his home and family and drink some 
very rare old wine with them. His 
home is rich with beautiful statutes 
alabaster vases, paintings and other 
ornaments. 
An immense sum 
o 


money is expended in the furnishings 
•which adorn the floors and walls. 


iBut the old Spanish 
civilization 


here lias as it seems to me. passe< 
away. The same is true of Panama 
The ruins of old Panama stand to 
day speaking of a wonderful civiliza 
tion. The old cathedral walls an< 
tower stand although the element 
have battered them for 
400 years 
Trees have grown inside of the ca 
thedral that are two feet in diameter 
The large arches that span an en 
trance about 10 feet wide are abou 
6 feet thick, made of 
brick an 


plastered. 
Much of the plaster re 


main* and the mortar between the 
brick IE perfect. On the way on* 
pauses an arch bridge over which the 
road does not now pass. This ardi 
was erected about 1519 and !• yet 
perfect. 
What a contrast to the buildings 


in New Panama. Very few build- 
ings in New Panama will endure for 
half a century even with constant 
care. There are a few now building 
that are more substantial structures. 
Even the buildings built by our 
government are cheap and not des- 
tined to endure long. The only last- 
ing work of our civilization that will 
endure is the immense 
concrete 


locks of the canal. 
But if the canal is successful and 


that fact is now assured, in spite of 
the slides of the Culebra Cut, Colon 
and Panama are destined to become 
two great and important Cities. 
1A 


large part of the world's commerce 
must pass through this canal, mak- 
ng these cities very important. We 
lave taught them one 
important 


act, that the tropics may be made 
as Jiealthy as any other part of the 
world. I have not seen a fly or a 
mosquito anywhere in this zone or 
n any part of Panama adjacent. 


On coming back to Colon our ship 


was two hours late BO we 
missed 


our ship to Havana. We sail this af- 
ernoon for Havana and then soon 
or the states. While this climate is 
warm and pleasant yet I prefer the

Pay As You Go Policy. 


Twenty years ago most cities and 


towns, on making any large public 
improvement, used to pay for it in 
bonds running 20 and 30 jears. A 
good many people have only recent- 
ly had to reinvest seven per 
cent 


bonds issued as far back as 1880 
or 1885 by many of the larger cit- 
ies. 
During much of this period, 


these cities have been able to bor- 
row money for four per cent and 
even less. The burden placed on the 
tax payers by local governments that 
issued these bonds was enormous 


There is today a growing realiza- 


tion of the heavy burden placed on 
tax payers by this policy of making 
posterity pay. Interest rates are 
higher now than they were a few 
years ago. 
Cities that issue serial 


oonds tor 15 and 20 years \vili pay 
two dollars for one. 


Many of the 'old timers used to ar- 


gue that it was a good thing for a 
municipality to have a public debt. 
It tended toward economy, they said. 
It checked the spendthrift element, 
and led to a conservative financial 
policy. There may be something in 
this. 
But as a whole the present 


generation is paying dearly for the 
light hearted and nonchalant finan- 
cial policy of its fathers. 


It is a favorite politician's scheme 


to borrow money, load off the bur- 
dens of administration 
on 
future 


years, provide a low tax rate for the 
current year, and go to the people on 
the issue of economy. Frequently it 
•works. 
But some day debt must 


he paid. Then it is 
learned 
that 


nothing stops the growth of a to-nn 
quicker than high taxes. 
Authori- 


ties on municipal finance today all 
favor paying for improvements in 
the least possible time.
